IT IS MUTUALLY AGREED AS FOLLOWS: FIRST: The Ship and Carrier shall not be liable for loss or damage occasioned by the perils of the seas or other waters, by fire from any 
cause or wheresoever occurring, by barratry of the Master or crew, by enemies, pirates, robbers or thieves, by arrest and restraint of princes, rulers or people, by explosion, bursting of boilers, 
breakage of shafts, or any latent defect in hull, machinery or appurtenances, by collision, stranding, or other accidents of navigation, of whatsoever kind, even when occasioned by the negligence, 

default or error in judgment of the pilot, master, mariners, or other servants of the ship owner; nor for any loss or damage caused by heat, decay, putrefaction, vermin, rust, sweat, change of 

character, shrinkage, leakage, breakage, nor for any loss or damage arising from the nature of the goods or the insufficiency of the packages; nor for any country damages; nor for the obliteration, 
errors, insufficiency or absence of marks or numbers, address or description; nor for risk of craft, hulk or transhipment; nor for any loss or damage caused by the prolongation of the voyage; nor 
for any loss or damage occasioned by causes beyond his control. 

SECOND: The ship shall have liberty to sail without pilots; to tow and assist vessels in distress; to deviate for the purpose of saving life or property; that the Carrier shall have liberty 

to convey goods in lighters from the Ship at the risk of the owner of the goods, and in case the Ship shall put into a port of refuge or be prevented from any cause from proceeding in the ordinary 

course of her voyage, to tranship the goods to their destination by another vessel. 

THIRD: Ship and Carrier shall not be liable for Gold, Silver, Bullion, Specie, Documents, Jewelry, Works of Art, Silks, Furs, Time-Pieces, or other highly valuable articles, nor for any 
package above the value of £ ioo, unless a Bill of Lading be signed therefor with the value therein expressed, and a special agreement be made. 

FOURTH: Shippers shall be liable for any loss or damage to Ship or Cargo caused by inflammable, explosive or other dangerous goods, shipped without full disclosure of their nature, 

whether such shipper shall have been aware of it or not, and whether such shipper be principal or agent; and such goods may be thrown overboard or destroyed at any time without compensation. 

FIFTH: The Carrier shall have a lien on the goods for all fines or damage which the Ship or Cargo may incur or suffer by reason of the incorrect or insufficient marking of packages 
or description of their weight or contents. 

SIXTH: Goods once received for shipment cannot be taken away by the shipper except upon payment of the full freight, damages and expenses sustained by the ship or Cargo through 
such taking away. 

SEVENTH: In case Ship shall be prevented from reaching her destination by Quarantine, the Carrier may discharge the goods into any depot or lazaretto, and such a discharge shall be 
deemed a final delivery under this contract, and all the expenses thereby incurred on the goods shall be a lien thereon. 

EIGHTH: Full freight is due on damaged goods and on goods diminished by leakage, but no freight is due on any increase in bulk or weight caused by the absorption of water during 

the voyage. 


NINTH: The Carrier shall have a lien on all goods for payment of freight and charges, including dead freight, demurrage, forwarding charges, charges for carriage to port of transhipment 
and the fines, damages and expenses mentioned in § 5 and § 7 , and for General Average claims; and, if on a sale of goods at destination for freight and charges, the proceeds, less duty, fail to 
cover such freight and charges, the Carrier shall be entitled to recover such difference from the Shipper. 

TENTH: In the event of claims for loss, damage or short delivery, the same shall be adjusted on the basis of the Invoice value of the entire shipment, adding expenses necessarily incurred. 

ELEVENTH: Freight and charges to be paid immediately on the landing of the goods, without any allowance, credit or discount. Sterling freight payable at short rate of Exchange on 

London, quoted at noon on the day of the Ship’s arrival, or, if a holiday, on the preceding day. Prepaid freight cannot be reclaimed, Ship or Goods lost or not lost. 

TWELFTH : Goods to be taken from the Ship by the Consignees directly they come to hand in discharging the Ship, and the Carrier’s responsibility to cease, package by package, imme¬ 
diately the goods leave the Ship’s deck or tackle. If not taken from alongside by the Consignees, they will be landed and deposited at the expense of the Consignee, and at his risk of fire, loss 

or injury, on the dock, or in warehouse, or in craft, the Collector of the Port being hereby authorized to grant a general order for the discharge, immediately after the entry of the Ship. 

THIRTEENTH : Parcels for different Consignees, collected and made up in single packages, addressed to one party for delivery in America, for the purpose of evading payment of parcel 
freight, will, upon examination by the Customs, be charged with the proper freight on each parcel. 


FOURTEENTH: It is mutually agreed that all questions arising under this Bill of Lading are to be governed and decided by the law of the empire of Germany as administered in Germany. 
AND FINALLY, in accepting this Bill of Lading, the Shipper, Owner and Consignee o( tjijf goods agree to be bound by all its stipulations, exceptions an 1 conditions, whether written or 


printed, as fully as if they were all signed by such Shipper, Owner or Consignee,
